■ho wed at the Y. M. 0. A. hall last 
night how the deaf are taught to 
read, write and converse with one 
another and even how the mutes are 
given ounnlng to their tongues. 

It was the flrsl public exercises of 
the sohool tor the deal' ever held In 
Evansville. It. wiih a pretty and 
Interesting event. The sixteen little 
people that attended the sohool sat 
on the platform, the girls In their 
fresh, white docks, sitting In front 
and the boys, In smart jackets and 
knickerbockers, In the rear. Pro; 
bably no slmilai Dumber of little 
people ever conducted themselves 
more creditably. Even little Daw- 
son Jones, ox<;opt. for a few mo- 
ments, when he cried for his mother, 
wnK on his best behavior. There 
was no stage fright and each went 
through the exercises naturally and 
effectively. There was humor, too, 
in their compositions aud other les- 
sons, and tint youngsters caught the 
spirit of what they were doing and 
Introduced a comical slemenl 

wherever it was permissible. 

The exercises by the children 
began with a song In which the 
children spelled out (he words in 
tho sign language, moving their 
arms in perfect rhythm with the 
singer, and ended with little Martha 
.tones, kneeling In front of the 
platform and lifting op her angel 

lace offered a " Now I lay me down 

to sleep, " prayer iu the sign lan- 
guage. 

Miss (i'lllaher sang America and 

each verse was taken up In turn by 
B little girl, Who translated the 
words and carried out the music by 
the rhythm of her arms. 

Lillie Poi wrote on the black- 
board, " A little about Evansville " 
In a style that would put most bear- 
ing girls <>f ber age to a disad- 
vantage. Miss Gallaher read "The 
Troubles of an Editor, " and Methlas 
Wagner translated it very comically 

into the sign language. Jessie 
.tones wrote a composition on "The 
i Thing, " In which she prettily 
appealed for an education for the 
deal. Henry Johnson translated s 
skit, on "The Smith Family," in 

Which he explained the fact that 

there were so many Smiths in the 

world by having seen a sign iu 

Evansville reading "The Smith

A day spent with the deaf mules 
of Evansville is one no person could 
soon forget. It reminds one some- 
what of going down into a deep 
mine where the light of the sun 
docs not penetrate, and where the 
only sound you hear is the echo of 
your own voice. The little silent 
boys and gills studying their lea- 
sons, reciting, answering every 

buck and call of their teacher, 

making their lingers By in response 

to his Inquiries firings a person to a 
realization of what nature lias 
denied them more than anything 
they might read or hear of how 

thoHc silent ones are educated. 

A glimmei of sunshine though 

has penetrated the Evansville 

school for the deaf located ill Outer 
West Pranklin Street. It came 
through Miss Oallaher, the daugh- 
ter <>f Professor Gallaher, the 

teacher and principal of the school. 
She has undertaken the work of 
oping I he voices of the ehii- 
o that they can at least make 
their wants and desires known by 
the medium of speech. Science 
has di ! that the vocal chords 

of the deaf-inuto ate susceptible to 



training and development just as 

are the muscles of the arm. They 
are but dormant and a way has 
been found by which they can be 
developed to such an extent that 

the average deaf and dumb person 

can actually learn to talk. 

"How is it done?" was the 
question put to Miss Gallaher by a 
reporter Friday afternoon, after a 
little fellow only six years old had 
slowly pronounced the words of a 

sentence after her. 

" By patience, hard work, con- 
stant practice, individed care and 
by making them realize that it is 
possible to make sounds with their 
mouths," she replied. 

" It requires time," she said, " to 
gel them to. pronounce the simplest 

words. The words formed by the 
front part of the mouth are the 
first and easiest learned. Then 
thev must be taught how to make 
the sounds in the throat and chest. 
This is difficult. I mak-e the sounds 
for them, they watch ray every mo- 
tion, the movement of my lips and 
tongue, the depression or expansion 
of uiy chest. Thoy imitate my 
every movement. At first there is 
no result. Their lips move but 
there is no sound. Finally there is 
a sound, just a crude noise with no 
semblance to a word. This is the 
first step. Then the sound must be 
taken and moulded into a word. 
Days arc sometimes required to get, 

them to pronounce distinctly the 

simplest word but at last they dis- 
cover the way and then they must 
be told they lire right for of course 
they can hear nothing and cannot 
judge for themselves when they are 
right or wrong. The pitch aud 
iteneity of the voice must then be 
regulated. This is i DC of the most 

difficult undertakings of ateachei. 
"The child must know merely by 

memory how to pronounce words 

and the teaching of each new word 

entails almost as much trouble 
as (he one preceding it."

Every school for the deaf in this 
country has an oral department. 
Trained loacheis of speech are 
scarce and command good salaries. 
The three leading training schools 
for oral teachers of the deaf aie the 
Northampton, MaSS . school, the 
Horace Mann (Mass.) school and 
the MeCowon oral School, of Chi- 
cago. At several of the state in- 
stitutions i hey have a normal de- 
partment where teachers receive 
training in such branches of work. 

There are two elasaes of deaf 
children, known as the ooagealtally 

deaf and the semi unite. The 
former are born deaf and comprise 
over 60 per cent, of the deaf-mute 

population. They are the hardest 
bo instruct in speech and lip-read- 
ing and the slowest to learn. T*hc 
•*ouii-niut.os are those who become 

deaf at the age of six years or up- 
ward, and, consequently, have re- 
tained their speech and can use 
their vocal organs with more or 
less freedom. These are among 
the brightest of our deaf mute 
population, generally speaking. 
To begin to teach the deaf child 

speech, the teacher must tirst exer» 
else its vocal organs, than teach it 

the vowels and consonants. After 
tins, a few easily pronounced words 

and latei on simple sentences. It 

takes much time and patience, and 
many a teacher suffers pain in the 

jaw, throat or head from constantly 

speaking to the children and ' 
to have them imitate her. There 
Me a good many deaf people, who 
can speak well, though there is 
necessarily something in their pio- 
nounoiat ion that strikes the listener 
as something not detected in the 
Of hearing people. For free 
and oasv conversation with friends 
and relatives, however, it serves its 
purpose. To day over 80 per cent, 
of tlie pupils in all schools for the 
deal arc taught speech. Il is con- 
sidered of such great value that 
none are denied it who can profit- 
ably be so taught. The best time 
to be taught speech and lip reading 
is between the age of four and ten 
is. 
Not all deaf children can loam to 
speak well enough to be continued 
in an oral class all the time. In all 
schools for the deaf they are given 
a trial of several months ; if they 
show good results they are kept in 
the oral class ; if not they are kept 
out of it. Instruction in speech 
and lip reading has never been 
taught to the pupils of the Fvans 
ville School until the piesent time. 



Miss Gallaher has fifteen in her 
class and almost all of them ate 
showing marked aptitude in learning 
to speak. She carries on oral con- 
versations with her pupils just as if 
they could hear.. They have to de- 
pend entirely on watching the 
movements of her lips to understand 
what she is saying. They have all 
learned her name and alwavs begin 
" Miss Gallaher."

PKAF SCHOOL WKOW1N 

Ondei the management of Pro- 
fessor Gallaher the Southern In- 
diana Deaf school has grown from 
eholarehip of five to sixteen. 
There la every indication that this 
number will be greatly augmented 
when the school opens next fall. 
The school opened Dee. V, 1901, at 
the home of Mrs. Kate McFeetere, 
Ml Ninth Avenue. A short time 
after the opening of the school the 
building in West Franklin Street, 
now occupied, was rented and 
equippe .1 for service. The house 
is a five-room cottage. Mr. and 
Mrs. .lones. the parents of Martha 
Jones, the flaxen haired little girl 
who won the prize at The Courier's 
bahy show, occupy the three rear 
rooms. The front room is occupied 
by Professor Geilaher and is the 
main school room. The second 
room is used by Miss Gallaher in 
teaching the little deaf-mut 
talk. The remaining rooms of the 
building are occupied by the Jones 
as a residetn-- 

In speaking of the progress made 
by the school since he took charge 
of it and the prospects for its fu- 
ture growth, Professor Gallaher 
said : 

" During the first month the num- 
ber of pupils was increased to ten. 
In January we had thirteen pupils, 
and in February sixteen. 

" 1 have the names of several who 
are likely to come here next fall.

"I have been a teacher twenty- 
three years. My daughter receiv- 
ed special training in an oral school 
fdr deaf children in Chicago; was 
ottered a position in a western in 
stitution last fall but had to decline 
it. I need hei to help me in the 
work. There i.-i not a school tor 
the deaf in the United States that 
does not contain an oral depart 
ment. 

" The average number of pupils 
to a teacher in schools for the deaf 
is eight to twelve, the latter in 
large institutions. In private and 
day schools the average is eight." 
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Did you know that next 
diamond, the gem of gems, 
pearl? Its purity and deliea 
tint and its perfection of form have 
made it a favorite gem. Whet 
these gems come from, and how do 
we get them? Perhaps you never 
realized that the pearls you 
worn on the neck or in rings, * 
once lying at the bottom of the sea. 

They are found in various kinds 
of shellfish, and are always the 
same color as the interior of the 
shells in which they are formed. 

The lining of the shells them- 
selves, is the m other -of- pearl. 

The most exquisite of these little 
gems are found attached to the in- 
side of the shellfish known as the 
pearl oyster, and are procured in 
the Red Sea, off the coast of the Isl- 
and of Ceylon and the west coast 
of Mexico. Many of them are 
found in the fresh water mussels 
which make their home in the ro 
of the United 

Along the coast of California are 
gathered the brilliant, pearly grecu, 
abalone shells which are used for in- 
laid work, and in these the pearls 



are green. Pink pearls are 
obtained from the large pink conchs 
of the West Indies. In China, yel- 
low and blown pearla are popular, 
but in this country and in Europe, 
no pearls are popular uuless they 
be pure white. Only the finely 
rounded or pear-shaped ones are 
used for fine jewelry. A single one 
of these beauties has been valued 

It is the brave men called divers, 
to whom we are indebted for these 
jewels. Over a thousand trained 
divers follow the trade in Ceylon. 
Although the danger has been 
somewhat lessened by the use of 
the diving dress, still, pearl diving 
may be classed among the occupa- 
tions called perilous. 

The constant danger these men 
are in, is only half realized by most 
people. 

A diver is always at the mercy of 
his crew, so let one of these men be 
less or disobedient to his cap- 
tain, and the diver's diving days are 
all over in almost less time than it 
takes to tell it. 

The slightest accident to his 
apparatus may prove fatal. The 
unnatural conditions under which 
he works often cause deafness, 
paralysis, aud frequently sudden 
death. 

The bursting of the air pipe, or 
the breaking of the air-pump, or 
the iippig of his dress upon sharp 
rocks or corals, usually means 
suffocation. But the most common 
danger of all, is that of becoming 
entangled at the bottom. Remem- 
ber, that tho boat from which this 
man dived is not stationary, and 
so our man must keep up with 
his boat or his life-line or air-pipe 
would snap oft* and lie would l>e 
drowned. 

Sometimes the tide or wind is very 
strong and the diver must then work 
fast, and sometimes he nmy have to 
run to keep up with his boat. It is 
at such times that the lines are apt 
to become entangled iu the corals, 
sponges or rocks, and then, indeed, 
he needs a lot of common aense and 
quick wit to get himself out of bis 
trouble. 

In the world under the aea are 
beautiful flowers which wave about 
on long stems in the moving 
currents as earthly flowers do in 
soft summer breezes. There are 
wonderful fish and splendid corals 
and all sorts of things to make 
diving a fascinating life to lead. 
Hut, "with all its beauty, its life 
and fascination, the bottom ef the 
sea is, from my point of view [so 
an old diver], the loneliest 
place on earth. It is a vast strange 
world to which every form is so 
different from earthly conditions, 
that it seems unnatural." 

There are famous pearls as 
famous diamonds. Philip of Spain 
bought a pearl which is now in 
Russia. It is valued at |o 
The queen of England had a pearl 
worth $1 Cleopatra's favorite 

gem was the pearl. She was said to 
have had many fine ones, and there 
is a story told about her having dis- 
solved a pearl at a feast given to 
Anthony and drinking his health in 
the solution. This, however can 
scarcely bo true, as any solution 
strong enough to dissolve the gem 
would very likely have almost if not 
quits killed the foolish woman. 

Pearls are sometimes split and 
each half does duty for a single 
pearl. Sometimes the setting is so 
contrived as to conceal this fact. 
Whenever the pearls are whole J 
may be sure that the setting will 
exhibit them in full. — <
